1.12 Prisoners and Jail Operations Next Section 


1.12.3 Detention Pursuant to the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act 


(Effective: 2006.12.07 ) 


1. There are occasions when a detainee will be arrested by a member under Section 55 of the Immigration and 
Refugee Protection Act without a warrant. Before any such person is detained at the Vancouver Jail, CSSA 
inland Enforcement Section will be contacted, and authorization will be obtained to hold that person as an 


Immigration detainee. The CBSA Officer will forward, as soon as possible, the Immigration Order for Detention 


- BSF 304, to the Jail NCO. 
2. Detainees are not to be fingerprinted unless under the direction of an CBSA Officer, and are not required 


during their confinement, to be placed before a Justice, or appear in Criminal Court unless charged with a 
criminal offence. 

3. Members who arrest a person under the immigration and Refugee Protection Act must contact 6 SIERRA 90 
through the Central Dispatcher, or, after 6 SIERRA 90s duty hours, contact CBSA Warrant Response Centre at 


604-666-5888 (24 hours per day). 
4. Any disagreement as to the acceptance of a detainee will be resolved by the Jail NCO.

Of those 39 individuals, 21 remain in Canada at this time (54%) and 18 have been removed. 
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(Of the 18 that have been removed, 9 were the result of a warrant for removal/Previously Deported Person, so it is not 
surprising they have departed so quickly. Additionally, 3 others were from the USA, where removal typically occur fairly 


quickly) 


Also of note, 2 of the 39 have successfully regulated their status and are now Permanent Residents of Canada. 


As for your second request, | have canvassed the management team and I will get back to you on Monday if they come 


up with anything.

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VPD/ IRPA Incidents Summary 


The Vancouver Police Department (VPD) provided a list of 71 incidents relating to immigration matters 
to the Inland Enforcement Section. These 71 incidents occurred between 2015-01-22 to 2016-12-29. 
Out of the 71 incidents, we were able to identify 69 reports to us. In 3 cases an individual was 
encountered twice during the reporting period, leaving a total of 66 persons identified. 


Citizenship 


The 66 persons represented 28 different citizenships. The prevalent country of citizenship was the USA 
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Outcomes 


Out of the 71 totaf incidents 30 were the results of the encountered subject having a warrant for arrest 
and 6 were previously deported person who had returned without authorization. 


Out of the 66 individuals identified: 


. 40 have been removed from Canada 

e 14 are waiting further processing and remain in Canada 

. 3 have travel document impediments making removal difficult 

. 1 was successful in refugee claim and is awaiting permanent residency 
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. 2 have outstanding criminal charges and cannot be removed until these proceeding are concluded 
e 3 have outstanding warrants 

. 3 were not reported / found no decision

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Note - Non-Compliance consists of any requirement under the act that the subject has not complied.

Of the remaining three, 2 are awaiting decision- and the other had status granted. 


*Definition of Removal Orders: 


Departure order- The subject voluntarily departs Canada and has no restrictions on re- 
entry. 


Exclusion order- The subject is removed from Canada and cannot return to Canada 
within one year or five years (Misrepresentation) without obtaining prior 
authorization. 


Deportation order- The subject is removed from Canada and cannot return to Canada 
without obtaining prior authorization for life.
